The board authorized the millage 
increase in order th a t the D epart­ 
m ent of Public Instruction should 
approve the budget, members of the 
board said. Special state aid to the

year. The chief increase in operat­ 
ing 
costs in Mt, Joy township has 
been due to increased high school 
attendance.

A marked increase in the volume 
of airm ail being received for dispatch 
to all sections of the United States 
has been noticed by Postm aster C. 
A. W illiams since the pick-up and 
delivery skym an service was inau­ 
gurated here on Sunday, May 14. 
The flow of airm ail has more than 
doubled, he said, 
The postm aster said tile increase 
in the use of airm ail service from 
Gettysburg has been reflected in 
the sale of airm ail stam ps which are 
moving m uch more rapidly. He said 
th a t before the service was estab­ 
lished here an average of about 50 
airm ail stam ps was sold each week 
while some weeks now see 250 stam ps 
sold. 
‘ More ann more people are m ak­ 
ing use of this new service th a t will 
carry a letter by air to any point 
in the United States for only three 
cents more th an regular postage," 
he said. He pointed out th a t a 16- 
cent special delivery stam p will in­ 
sure delivery in any of the m ain 
eastern cities on the day a letter is 
mailed here.

The m ark used by each 
poultrym an is registered w ith the 
state m otor police and at the office

E. Allen Evans, Hanover, repre­ 
sentative of a concern th a t is handl­ 
ing the tattooing equipment, told 
the Gettysburg Times today that on 
one trip among farmers along an 
Aspers rural route he discovered 
th a t between 500 and 600 chickens 
had been taken in that 
section 
during the last four months. 
None 
of those thefts was ever reported to 
state police here. 
Police have repeatedly requested 
th a t chicken thefts be reported to 
them immediately. I d e n t i f y i n g 
m arks on the chickens are a help 
in tracing the stolen fowl, the of­ 
ficers said.

That's 
why today is observed as Flag Day. 
The first flag had 13 stars and 
13 stripes. 
Until 
1818. 
a 
stripe 
and 
a 
star were added 
for each new 
state. 
That 
year. 
however, 
congress 
decreed 
the 
stripes 
should 
represent 
only 
original 
states, but th a t pac ii new state 
should receive a star. 
T h*1 first widespread celebration 
of a “flag day’’ wfas the centennial 
observance in 1877, with several 
cities participating. 
There were 
then 38 stars, 
, 
Tile flag has been unchanged 


since 1912. when the last two 
states- Arizona and New* Mexico— 
were adm itted. 
It is the longest 
period the flag has gone without 
new stars, 
Puerto Rico, Hawaii 
and Alaska all have been m en­ 
tioned as possibilities for the 49th 
state. 
The encyclopedia says regular 
observance of Flag Day is fess 
than a half-century old. 
It was 
started in 1896 bv the American 
Flag Day association, Chicago. 
Gettysburg’s first patriotic pro­ 
gram in observance of Flag Day 
will be held in center square a t 7 
o’clock this evening

“O ats has been damaged beyond 
recovery, and much of The crop will 
not be worth harvesting. Some of it 
will no doubt be mowed for hay.

“Pastures and meadows are suffer­ 
ing severely in fully three-fourths 
of the state.
